Committee Is Enjoined. 
Guthrie, Ok., March 6.—-The house 
committee on Privileges and Elections 
which went to Cherokee, Alfalfa coun­ 
ty, to count the votes in the contest 
of Murley against Allen for seat in 
the house of representatives, was serv­ 
ed with a writ of injunction by the 
county court there late last night, and 
Members of the committee returned to­ 
day 
for 
further 
instructions. 
The 
house’s sergeant at arms, dispatched 
yesterday with a citation to the coun­ 
ty clerk to produce the ballots, was 
not permitted to serve his papers. 
Speaker Murray today received au­ 
thority from the house to appoint an 
unlimited 
number 
of 
sergeans 
at 
arms and assistants for the purpose 
of enforcing the house’s order for a 
canvass of the vote, and accompanied 
by eight such officers, the speaker 
and members of the committee left for 


Cherokee tonight. 
It is Speaker Mur­ 
ray’s intention to summons the Coun­ 
ty Judge and Clerk before the com­ 
mittee to give testimony, and, in 
event of their refusal to proceed for 
contempt. Members of the committee 
announced today that the refusal of 
the officers to deliver the ballots to 
the house grows out of local differ­ 
ences rather than definance of legis­ 
lative authority.

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Tokio, March 8.—The fates seem al­ 
most resolved to embroil Japan and 
China by fair means or foul. No soon­ 
er does one diplomatic issue appear 
to be on the eve of satisfactory settle­ 
ment than another one crops up to 
prolong the agony and keep the To­ 
kio Foreign Office and the Chinese 
Foreign Board more or Bess •busy. 
A boundary dispute, the Tsin Min Tun 
Fakumen railway, the North Manchu­ 
rian customs and the telegraph ques­ 
tions—all these have now ceased to 
excite much concern in the minds of 
those who can see below the surface 
of the political current. 
On the other hand, as though the 
Chinese themselves were determined 
to furnish 
the Japanese 
opposition 
with its strongest arguments in fa­ 
vor of a more spirited policy, Chinese 
warships seized a Japanese merchant 
steamer—the Tatsu Maru—in Chinese 
waters, just outside Macao harbor,, 
and escorted her to Canton on the 
charg? that she was engaged in the 
attempt to smuggle arms and ammuni­ 
tion into China.To add to the irrita­ 
tion inseparable from such a course 
of action,r the 
Chinese 
commande 
hauled down the Japanese flag en route 
and ran up the Chinse dragoon ensign 
in its stead. 
The facts of the case as can be as­ 
certained from both sides, appear lo 
be these: 
The Japanese contention is that the 
vessel left Kobe on Jan. 26 with nine- 
ty-four cases of rifles and forty cases 
of ammunition, consigned by the Ataka 
Shokai of Osaka to Messrs. Kwong Yo 


& Co. of Macoa, who are licensed by 
the Macao government to deal in arms. 
It is asserted that the Ataka Shokai 
had obtained the neccessary permit 
from the Macaois with regard to the 
arms and amunition, and that the us­ 
ual customs and police-formalities had 
been complied with at Kobe. 
The fact then would have been in 
the outside Macao harbor is explaintd 
by the statement that her draft was 
too great to permit her to enter the 
harl>or in safety, and that the inten­ 
tion of the captain and the consignees 
was to have the cargo discharged into 
lighters. According to the captain’s 
story, the vessel was surrounded by 
four Chinese gunboats and was shortly 
affterward boarded by the Chinese 
commander, who 
declared 
that al­ 
though the steamer was in possession 
of a certificate by the Portugese au­ 
thorities at Macoa with a cargo, the 
Chinese 
government 
was 
informed 
that she was bound for Macoa with a 
cargo of 134 cases of arms and ammu­ 
nition, consigned to a Chinese, and 
that he had been ordered by the Tatoi 
of Canton to stop the discharge of the 
cargo. Later two customs officials 
and twnety bluejackets boarded the 
steamer. 
The incident created no small ex­ 
citement among the steamer’s passen­ 
gers, some apprehension being enter­ 
tained that the Japanese cruisers in 
Hongkong harbor might attempt a res­ 
cue, in which event it was deemed 
probable that the Chinese gunboats 
would have sent the Tatsu Maru to 
the botom without ceremony. 
The fact then would have been in 
the fire with a vengeance. 
It was to 
safeguard the vessel against any at­ 
tempt to escape that the Chinese com­ 
mander ran up the dragoon of the 
Chinese, thus technically placing the 
vessel under arrest. 


Conditions Inherited From Federal 
Government Precludes Chance 
of Convictions. 


Guthrie, Ok., March 8.—The legisla­ 
ture’s attention has again been called 
to the cocndition of the dictrict court 
dockets in the eastern 
part 
of the 
State, which was formally Indian Ter­ 
ritory, and it has been suggested that 
a law or general amnesty act be pass­ 
ed to cover minor crimes and low mis­ 
demeanors. 
A communication was read to tho 
senate from th Fourteenth Judicial 
district showing that when the State 
passed from Territorial control there 
were on he docket in that 
district 
1,702 cases, of which about twenty 
were for Tmirder.Some of these cases, 
inherited from the Federal govern­ 
ment are of ten years’ standing. 
It 
was stated that in a number of in­ 
stances the defendants were missing, 
the bondsmen moved away, and the 
witnesses “scattered 
with 
the four 
winds.” 
Owing to the county’s poverty, It 
seems, witnesses do not appear as 
anxious to testify as when the courts 
were suppliend by the lavish hand of 
the Federal government, which con­ 
sidered with the difficulty of getting 
witnesses renders it almost impossible 
to secure a conviction . 
The senate has a bill before the 
committee which, it is said, will cover 
the complaints, and in the interest of 
the economy will probably wipe out 2o 
per cent of the minor cases now pentf- 
ing on the eastern side of the State.

Lexington, Ky., March 8.—Negotia­ 
tions have progressed almost to the 
point where it can be taken as certain 
that the tobacco war in Kentucky, 
which has been fought vigorously for 
the past three years and which has 
been attended by rioting and incen­ 
diarism, will be settled immediately.

MICROSCOPE W IT H O U T A 
LENS 


You Can Make One at Cost of Little 
Tim e and Trouble. 


Nearly everyone has heard of the 
pin-hole camera, but the fact that the 
same principle can be used to make a 
microscope, 
having 
a 
magnifying 
powerofeight diameters (64 times) will 
perhaps be new to some readers. 
To make this lensless microscope, 
procure a wooden spool, A (a short 
spool, say one-half or three-fourths 
inch long, produces a higher magni­ 
fying power), and enlarge the bore a 
little at one end. 
Then blacken the 
inside with india ink and allow it to 
dry. From a piece of thin transparent 
celluloid or mica, cut out a small disc, 
B, and fasten to the end having the 
enlarged bore by means of brads. On 
the other end glue a piece of thin 
cardboard, C, and at the center, D, 
make a small hole with the point of a 
fine needle. H is very important that 
the hole D should be very small, other­ 
wise the image will be blurred. 
To use this microscope, place a small 
object on the transparent disc, which 
may be moistened to make the object 
adhere, and look through the hole D. 
It is necessary to have a strong light 
to get good results, and, as in all mi­ 
croscopes of any power, the object 
should be of a transparent nature. 
The principle on which this instru­ 
ment works is illustrated in Fig. 2. 
The apparent diameter of an object is 
inversely proportional to its distance 
from the eye, i. <?., if the distance is 
reduced to one-half, the diameter will 
appear twice as large; if the distance 
is reduced to one-third, the diameter 
will appear three times as large, and 
30 on.

tion into China To add to the irrita- 
tion inseparable from such a course 
of action r the 
Chinese 
commande 


lauled down the Japanese flag en route 
and ran up the Chlnse dragoon ensign 
in its stead 


The facts of the case as can be as- 


certained from both sides appear to

The Japanese contention is that the 


vessel left Kobe on Ian 26 with nine 
ty four cases of rifles and forty cases 
of ammunition consigned by the Ataka

the Maqao government to deal in arms 
It is asserted that the Ataka Shokai 
had obtained (he neocessary permit 
from the Macaols with regard to the 
arms, and amunitlon and that the us 
ual customs and police*formaliti?s had 
been complied with at Kobe 


The fact then would have been In 


the outside Macao harbor is explalntd 
by the statement that her draft was 
too great to permit her to »nter the

You Can Make One at Cost of Lltt 


Time and Trouble. 


Nearly everyone has heard of th 


pin-hole camera, but the fact that th 
same principle can be used to make 
microscope, 
having 
a 
magnifyln 


powerof eight diameters (64 times) w: 
perhaps be new to some readers. 


. To make this lensless mlcroscop 


procure a wooden spool, A (a sho 
spool, say one-half or three-fourth 
inch long, produces a higher magn 
fying power), and enlarge the bore 
little at one end. Then blacken th 
Inside with India ink and allow It t 
dry. From a piece of thin transparen 
celluloid or mica, cut out a small disc 
B, and fasten to the end having th 
enlarged bore by means of brads. O 
the other end glue-a piece of thi 
cardboard, C, and at the center, D 
make a small hole with the point of 
fine needle, ft is very important tha 
the hole D should be very small, other 
wise the Image will be blurred. 


To use this microscope, place a smai 


object on the transparent disc, whlc 
may be moistened to make the objec 
adhere, and look through the hole D 
It is necessary to have a strong llgh 
to get good results, and, as in all mi 
croscopes of any power, the objec 
should be of a transparent nature. 


The principle on which this instru 


ment works is illustrated in Fig.

MICROSCOPE WITHOUT A LENS. 


You Can Make One at Cost of Little 


Time and Trouble. 


Nearly everyone has beard of the 


pin-hole camera, but the fact that the 
same principle can be used to make a 
microscope, 
having 
a 
magnifying 


powerof eight diameters (64 times) will 
perhaps be new to some readers. 


. To make this lensless microscope, 


procure a wooden spool, A (a short 
spool, say one-half or three-fourths 
inch long, pi'oduces a higher magni- 
fying power), and enlarge the bore a 
little at one end. 
Then blacken the 


Inside with India ink and allow it to 
dry. Prom a piece of thin transparent 
celluloid or mica, cut out a small disc, 
B, and fasten to the end having the 
enlarged bore by means of brads. On 
the other end glue - a piece of thin 
•cardboard, C, and at the center, D, 
make a small hole with the point of a 
fine needle. Jt is very important that 
the hole D should be very small, other- 
wise the image will be blurred. 


To use this microscope, place a small 


object on the transparent disc, which 
may be moistened to make the object 
adhere, and look through the hole D. 
It is necessary to have a strong light 
to get good results, and, as in all mi- 
croscopes of any power, the object 
should be of a transparent nature. 


The principle on which this instru- 


ment works is illustrated in Fig. 2. 
The apparent diameter of an object is 
inversely proportional to its distance 
from the eye, i. &., If the distance is 
reduced to one-half, the diameter will 
appear twice as large; JC the distance 
Is reduced to jone-third, the diameter 
will appear three times as large, and 
so on. 
As the nearest distance at 


Details of the Microscope. 


which the average person can see an 
object clearly is about six inches, it 
follows that the diameter of an object 
three-fourths of an inch from the eye 
would appear eight times the normal 
size. The object would then be magni- 
fied eight diameters, or 64 times. (The 
area would appear 64 times as large.) 
But an object three-fourths of an inch 
from the eye appears so blurred that 
nont? of the details are discernible, 
and it is for this reason that the 
pin-hole is employed. 


Viewed through this microscope, a 


fly's wing appears as large as a per- 
son's hand, held at arm's length, and 
has the general appeartmce shown in 
Fig. ;J. 
The mother of vinegar ex- 


amined in the same way is seen to be 
swarming with a mass of wriggling lit- 
tle worms, and may possibly cause the 
observer to abstain from all salads for 
ever after. An innocent looking drop 
of water, in which 
hay 
has 
been 


soaked i'or several days, reveals him 
dretls of little infusoria, darting across 
the field in every direction. These and 
hundreds of other interesting objects 
may be observed in this little instru- 
ment, which costs little or nothing u 
make.
